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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yonezawa et al. 
(U.S. Patent 4317358). Yonezawa et al. discloses a "pressing machine 1" (column 2, 
line 37-38) with "a die 3" (column 2, line 39) that is the lower die (See Figure 1) with 
"hydraulic clamps 4" (column 2, line 39) which are used for fastening "the die 3 to the 
bolster 2" (column 3, line 33) and a "die lifter unit 6" (column 2, lines 42-43) which is 
used for "lifting the die above the top surface above the bolster" (column 3, lines 38-39). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patent 3,673,908 patentee Smith issued on July 4, 1972 is 
further shown the state of the art.
